THE INDIANS. 
ANNUAL REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONER OF IN- 
DIAN AFFAIRS. 

Washington (Nov. 17) Dispatch to the New York Herald. 

The repoit of the Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs to the Secretary of the Interior contains 
a great deal of interesting matter relating to the 
Indians. The Commissioner states that no 
previous year” in the history of the Govern- 
ment has witnesssd such marked general im- 
provement toward the civilization of the red 
men; and as one of the best proofs of this he 
points to the fact that at twenty-one agencies 
Indians who, at the beg.nuing of the year, made 
no effort and showed no inclipation toward labor 
or self-suppoit or education for their children, 
seem now to have settled into an earnest purpose 
to adopt a civilized mode of life and learn to pro- 
vide for themselves. In the report the Indians 
are classed under three heads: 


Second—'l be Iudians who are thoroughly con- 
vinoed of the necorsity of labor aud are actually 
underta ing it, aud will more or less accept the 
direction aud assistance of Governmeut Agenis 
to thie end. 

Third—Indians who have come into on 
of alloited lands and other stock property in 
— implemeuts belonging to a landed 
estate. 

The first ciass, the report states, numbers 
about 89,818, and may be catalogued as follows : 
44,354 out of about 52,000 Sou; 420 Mandans, 
1,620 Gros Ventres, 4,200 Crows, 5,450 Nach- 
feet, Bioods, aad Piegans ; 6,163 Utes ia Colo- 
rado, Utah, and New Mexico ; 9,057 Apaches in 
New Mexico and Arizona, 4,975 Kiowas and 
Comanches in Indian Territory, 7,324 Cheyennes 
and Arrapahoes in Indian Territory, Wyoming-

coming year, They are a6 unreached by 
missiouary work, and are ia their native Pagan- 
ism, whose s ipeistition often forbias their beiug 
counted for enrollment, and their children from 
attending school. It is fiom Indians in this 
class that any such hostilities are to be 
bended as to require the presence or use tho 
military. Ihe teeding process, which bas now 
been continued tur six years with the 
Sioux, has so iac taken the fight out 
them, that it was ji for a 
portion of the more warlike, non-treaty 
bands to prevail upou their brethien who have 
been siitivg down at the agencies along the Mis-

The 51,429 people 
embiaced in Class 2 may be proper! 
as Indian novitiates in ae. Tuer 
bave largely broken away fiom heathenish 
practices, are generally abandoniag the mediome 
dance, and have come directly under toe influ- 
ence and control oi religious teaching. For this 
class ot Indiaus, the beginnings of evil govern- 
ment, a large increase of school facilities, lands 
in severalty, snd generous assistance iu furnisb- 
ing teachers of tiades and agriculture, together 
wita farming implemeuts, seeds, and stock, are 
needed. The third ciass, composed of Indians 
who, without violence to the term, may be called 
civilized, is most numerous. Alt of them have 
been greatly assisted in attaining to this 
tion by the direct aud long-coptinued religious 
teachings and influences of missionaries. 
Tovey need some form of civil government 
and the inauguration of a process thruugh which 
they may cease to be indians by becomiog 
Americaa citizens. Of the roamers, numbering 
a bout 14,000, little can be said except that they 
are generally as harmiess as vagrants and vaga- 
bongs can beins ejvilized country. They are 
found in all stages of degradation produced by 
Leentiousness, iutempe:ance, ialeness, and pov- 
erty, without a laud, unwilling to leave their 
haunts for a homestead upon a reservation, aud 
scarcely in any wa reiated to or recognized Dy 
the Government, they drag out a miserable life.

FINDING OF THE MASTER NW CHANCERY.

Bioomineton, III., Noy. 19.—In September 
last, Judge Tipton, in order to arrive at the end 
of the Gilman, Chnton 4 Springfield Railroad 
imbroglio, which has, through the intervention 
of the foreign bondholders of the road, become 
a virtually different case from the one originally 
entered into between some of the stockholders 
on the one hand and Directors on the other, re- 
ferred certain questions of law and fact to 
E. M. Prince, Master in Chancery, and directed 
the counsel in the case to present evidence and 
arguments on these points before that official, 
who wasordered to report his opinion to the 
Court. For some time past the Master has been 
bearing the case as far as the re- 
ferred questions are concerned, and this 
week he submitted his report to the 
Court. His finding on the three questions sub- 
mitted to bim cover a number of pages, but in 
substance it is as follows: 

furst—He is of the opinion that the 14,000 
shares offstock of the Railroad Company issued to 
the Morgan Improvement Company are not 
bona fide stock, and that they should be given 
up aud canceled, for the reason that the con- 
tract between the Railroad Company and the 
Morgan Improvement Company, in which 
several Directors of the Railroad Company were 
also members of the Morgan Improvement 
Company, was a fraudulent contract, and in 
violation of the trust which was vested in the 
Directors by the stookbolders. 

Second—That various tracts of land were 
given to the Railroad Company ‘along the 
line of its road, in consideration of the loca- 
tion of depot buildings and stations, and deeds 
for these donations were taken for the Company 
in the name of the Trustees; that about #9,900 
worth of these lands have been soid, and that 
these donated lands and their proceeds were 
pledged to the Morgan fmprovement Company 
as collateral security for about $60,000 advanced 
by them to the Railroad Company to pay the 
first inetaltment of interest on the first-mortgage 
bonds of the road. 

Third—That the eontract for the fnrnishin 
and transportation of coal between the Railro 
Company and the Barclay Coal Company is ille- 
gal, and that it was mutually abandoned about 
July 1, 1873; that the contract up to that time 
bad been beneficial to the Railroad Company, but 
as to whéther it would bave remained beneficial 
to the Company for the whole twentv-five years 
the contract was to run, only omnistient power 
can tell. 

Exceptions have been filed to the finding of 
the. Master by the counsel of the Directors of 
the Railroad Company and the Morgan Improve- 
ment Company. It is understood that these ex- 
ceptions are to be argued before the Court Sat- 
urday.

Lawlessness in Williamson County, 
. III. J 
Prom the Catre Bulletin, Nov. 18. 
Some time ago Gov. Beveridge received s 


communication from Hepry D. Carter, an old 
gentleman living in Williamson County, asking 
Guberpatorial protection of the persons and 
property of certain citizens of that county 
against Ku-Klux lawlessness. The communi- 
cation sets forth that, on the night of the 23d of 
October last, the house of the said Henry D. 
Carter was visited by a party of fifteen or 
twenty men in disguise, who ordered him and 
his family to leave the county withia forty days, 
or stiffer the penalty of having his aud their 
necks broken. A fight thereupon took place, 
eave Mr, Carter, and ‘' twenty-two balls were. 
lodged in the side of the house.’ This demon- 
stration and threats to burn the house of the 
Carters failing to make the family abscond, a 
convention of the Ku-Klux was held in County 
Line Church, and Henry D. Carter, Henry E. 
Garter, James M. Carter. and sons, and James 
Carter, were formally ordered to wind up their 
business within thirty days aud leave the county. 
Mr. Carter gives the names of the Ku-Klux who 
held this convention, fifty-two in number. 

The Governor has referred this communica- 
tion to the State’s Attorney of Williamson, and 
suggests to him that he shell investigate the 
matter. The Governor promises to aid the Sher- 
iff in enforcing the law and ug life, per- 
son, and property. The spirit of our Govern- 
ment,” says Gov. Beveridge, is that the people 
of a county, through the officers of the law and 
the courts, shall protect themselves; and when 
this cannot be done, it becomes the duty of the 
Sheriff to call upon the Executive, and it is his 
constitutional duty to aid the Sherif with the 
power of the State. I shall gladly aid the au- 
thorities of your county in suppressing any kind 
of lawiessness and disorder, and bringing guilty 
parties to punishment.” 

It is high time that something were being 
dove in the interest of law and order in William- 
son. There is no part of the South that has been 
disgraced by lawlessness more outrageous. Ku- 
Kluxiem has been rampant in that county for 
years, and assassinations have been of almost 
weekly occurrence, Notwithstanding this fact, 
the guilty parties have been permitted to escape 
punishment. The officers of the law have acted 
as if they were afraid to do their duty, and the 
press bas condemned with bated breath the mur- 
derous villains who have brought di upon 
not only Williamson County, but all of Southern 
Illinois. We hope and pray the proper authori- 
ties will now proceed to do their duty, and sup- 
press the rascals who bave for so long a time un 
security and without fear of the penalties of the 
law scourged and murdered their neighbors, 


The Canada Express-Hobbery.

On the arrival of the train at the Union Sta- 
tion the facts became known, and there was 
much excitement and beroic resolve. The 
police stations were speedily communicated 
with, and, in the language of the reporters 
“the detectives were speedily on tho qui vive.’ 
Telegrams were sent to various towns and vil- 
lages, and Col. Shaw telegraphed to the Unired 
States officials to prevent, if possible, escape 
over the lines. But it is by no means likely 
that these men started off for the States, and 
still less likely that they had chartered a echooner 
or become passengers in one; in which case, 
with a crew of at least hali-a-dozen disinter- 
ested persons more or less in their secret, detec- 
tion would be certain. In the same way the 
hypothesis is unt fable that such men would 
have taken a baggage man or the express man 
into their configlence. For, in the cant language 
— detectives, these men are of a “ superior 

asa.” 

In such cases promptitude is everyth and, 
if the roads had been at once ecoured by horse- 
men, and all persons arrested who could not 
give an account of themselves, the robbers 
might not have escaped, As it is, they have got 
the start and we shall see whether the detect- 
ives will be equal to the occasion. There are 
also here the American dotectives of the Ex- 
press Company, ani between them and our own 
it ought to be permitted to us, without being 
Over-sanguine, to hope for satisfactory results.

A WORD To THE TEMPERANCE WORKERS. 
To the Editor of The Chieave Tridtiner © 

Sin: The great need of the Temperance re- 
form, in its present stage, seems to be a 
idea on the part of the laborers of what 
expect to do, and how they expect to do 
Probibitory laws, pledges, and machinery of that 
sort have been tried, and have failed of the most 
satisfactory results; and now the great army of. 
hearts, and hands that ache for this labor, seems 
to halt for the want of a clear directing head. 
In the general pause and expectation, perhaps a 
single suggestion may be offered without imper- 
tinence, 

In Temperance, as in most moral reforms, the 
great hope lies iu the future. We can scarcely 
expect to do a very efheaclous work upon the 
present generation of drunkards. If we can 
lessen very materially the number of children 
who shall grow up to fill the ranks, we shall do 
much, o this end, it seems to me that our 
— offer 4 very important field of 
labor, What is to hiader the formation, in con- 
nection with every Sanday-school 92 this town, 
ofatemperance society, whose object shall be, 
not immediately to bind the you by pledges, 
but to teach their quick miads, by weighty rea- 
sons, the folly, as well as the sin, of intemper- 
ance. It seetis to me thata det of regularly- 
graded topics might be prepared for oral lessons 
in such a society. These lessons might com- 
mence by clearing un the slight misappre- 
hension Which gathers about tue word Lemper- 
auce, After that there might be s lesson upon 
habit, what itis, and how formed. Then & les- 
so upon the relations of whisky to grain, and 
of grain to bread. Then another u the 
physiological effects of stimulants. en @ 
leason on the moral effects of living in a stim- 
ulated physical condition; aud 80 on. With ail 
these lessons, familiar examples and illustra- 
tions might be given, which should bring the 
subject level to the comprehension of every 
child. Certainly I would never ask any child to 
sign a pledge until some such course of training 
bad made it certaia that the act would be an in- 
telligent one, 

It seems to me that a generation of children 
so trained would offer very few recruits to the 
army of drunkards; and the babite of thought 
so engendered would certainly be of use all 
through life in weighing all moral questions. 

It is worthy of mote that, m this work of in- 

culcating Temperance in the minds of children, 
our Roman Catholic brethren are far in advance 
of us. in thia, as in many other directions, we 
might well be couteut to pattern after their zeal 
and porsevérance.

Atty.-Gen. Edsall has given an informal 
opinion respecting the proper disposition of 
State taxes collected in counties having à rail- 
road indebtedness. He holds thet such 
taxes must be paid to the officers who 
would be authorized to receive them 
if chere were no giab-law on the statute-books. 
He understands the Supreme Court decision to 
be final, but advises the bringing of a test case 
to settle the practice of county officers in the 
matter of grab-law taxes, 

A Master in Chancery who has been examining 
certain points in the Gilman, Clinton & Spring- 
field Railroad case has submitted a report which 
sustains, so far as it goes, the views expressed 
in this paper several months ago. He fiuds that 
14,000 shares of stock of the railroad were fraud- 
ulentiy issued to the Morgan Improvement 
Company; that Directors of the railroad were 
members of the Improvement Company; that 
certain lands deeded to the Railroad Company 
for the location of buildings and shops were 
wrongfully pledged to the Improvement Compa- 
ny for an advance of money, said lands not hav- 
lag been improved in the manner stipulated and 
agreed; that the contract for furnishing coal 
between the Railroad Company and the Barclay 
Coal Company was illegal. This coal con- 
tract, it appears, was voluntarily abandoned by 
the Barclay concern. It proved unprotitable to 
them. The Master becomes awfully solemn in 
reviewing the iniquity of the coal transaction, 
closing with this pious reflection: ** Whetber 
the contract would have remained beneficial [to 
the Railroad Company] for the whole twenty-five 
years the contract was to run, only ompiscient 
power can tell.“

There is a job before the Common Council 
pressing for action before the expiration of the 
present Council for the purchase of the small 
triangular block at the junction of Madison 
street and Ashland avenue, under the pretext of 
adding it to Union Park. There is another job, 
which is to vote $160,000 additional compensa- 
tion to Norris & Co., contractors for building 
the Fullerton avenue sewer. It would naturally 
occur to the uninitiated that these two glaring 
attempts on the City Treasu'y would injure or 
weaken each other; but the reverse is the case, 
the one is part and parcel of the other. 

The price proposed to be pail for fhe Union 
Park triangle is $268,000 ; che Lonus to Norris & 
Co. is $160,000; total, $428,000. When the con- 
dition of the City Treasury is remembered, this 
demand is no trifling one. The scheme was to 
unite a North Side job with o West Side one, 
and push them both through by a combination 
of the votes of the Aldermen of the two divis- 
ions. But there is a closer connection than this. 
The Union Park job is urged upon the ground 
that, by purchasiug It, the city will collect $130,- 
000 of Mr. Gage's debt to the city, and the argu- 
ment proceeds as follows; Mr. Samuel J. 
Walker, whorepresents the rectangular triangle on 
Ashlandavenue, owes the Second National Bank 
$130,000. The Second National Bank owes Mr. 
Gage, late City Treasurer, $130,000. Mr. Walker 
can’t pay the bank, and the bank can’t pay Gage, 
and Gage can’t pay the city, and the city can’t 
pay ite contractors. Mr. Walker therefore ateps 
forward like a public benefactor and says: 
Here is my little rectangular triangle; 
nobody will buy it for any purpose; it has uo 
commercial value at present; no one will lend 
any money in it; it has been for sale for years, 
and no one will give $75,000 or any other sum 
for it. Now let the city pay me $268,000 for the 
patch, and out of the proceeds I will pay the 
Second National Bank, the bank will pay Gage, 
Gage will pay the city, and the city pay its credit- 
ors. The city will actually collect 8130, 000 of 
the Gage defaication by paying ms three prices 
for my triangle ! 

The facts of the other case are equally pecu- 
liar. The city ordered the construction of an 
aqueduct from the Laxe to the North Branch of 
the river, and the Board of Public Works adver- 
tised for proposals. Norris & Co. underbid all 
competitors ; the Board of Public Works reasoned 
with them, but they expressed their satisfaction 
with the price and demanded the contract. They 
filed a bond, and on that bond is the name of 
Mr. Samuel J. Walker as security for the faith- 
ful performance of the work. After executing 
a portion of the aqueduct, Mr. Walker and Nor. 
ris & Co. present themselves to the Common 
Council and state thatif they go on and com- 
plete the work they will lose considerable money, 
and thereby add to Mr. Walker’s embarrassments. 
But if the present City Council will only vote an 
order before they go out of office to pay them 
$160,000 extia compensation, in addition to their 
contract price, they will save themselves from 
loss and make some profit, and also enable Mr. 
Walker to bridge over his difficulties, . 

It will be seen, therefore, that Mr. Sam J. 
Walker is the beneficiary in both cases; that 
both schemes are in fact one job, which has 
for its sole object to make the city pay $428,000 
of Mr. Sam Walker’s debts. In consideration of 
this sum of $428,000 paid out of the City Treas- 
ury, the city is to receive Sam Walker's little 
right-angle-triangle, which in 1869 was offered to 
the city for $99,000 —that being much more than 
it was worth, and which is now assessed for tax - 
able purposes at the sum of $88,030. The city 
has no more use for the triangular block of 
ground than it has far a corner lot in Duluth. It 
is valueless ag an addition to Union Park; in 
fact, if added thereto, would disfigure even the 
ungraceful proportions of that inclosure, would 
involve the vacation of a very necessary and con- 
venient street, and an outlay of $75,000 for fenc- 
ing, planting, and improving the addition. 

The Board of Public Works, to whom, by law, 
all dealings with public contractors are commit- 
ted, has reported to the Common Ooupcil that 
there is no merit or equity in the demand of 
Norris & Co. for aa tional compensation. They 
took the contract willingly. To secure it they 
underbid all competitors. The Board says :

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POSTAGE ON PRINTED MATTER. 

Among the sensible actes of the last Congress 
was the passage of a law providing that all 
printed matter seut by mail (with the exception 
of weekly newspapers circulatipg within the 
county where they are published) shall be pre- 
paid. This law goes into effect the first of the 
coming year. Though it has received some ad- 
verse criticism from the weaker newspapers, 
which have felt they cannot hold their subscrib- 
ers at an inereased price and cannot afford to 
prepay the postage without increasing their 
price, the wonder is that such alaw was not 
passed before. The printed matter is much 
greater io bulk and weight than the written 
matter that passes through the mails, and yet 
the system bas heretofore been so lax that a 
large portion of it bas puid no toll whatever to 
the Goverument. Almost any newspaper, cir 
cular, or printed document has been car- 
tied without question, and the post-oflices 
have been forced to keep open accounts 
with thousands of customers against whose 
refusal to pay there has been noremedy. Every 
journal or periodical issued regularly bas had the 
privilege of sending to any address, whether the 
unfortunate recipient bas ever subscribed or not. 
The mau who refuses to subscribe for a papen 
and takes it upon compulsion, if at all, naturally 
declinis to pay the postage; and Uncle Sam bas 
generally been compelled to carry such vews- 
papers six months or a year for nothing before 
they ean be stopped. The mails have likewise 
been flooded with circular advertisements, thus 
dead-beating their way throughout the country 
to the great expense of tax-payers and the in- 
finite diss ust of all mankind. The Postmasters 
who have failed to collect the postage ou printed 
matter, having had no responsible persons to 
charge it against except themselves, have been 
uuanimous in the practice of wiping out these 
accounts, and the result is that a very large pro- 
portion of the printed matter has heretofore 
been a drag aud a dead waste in the Department. 
Ex-Postmaster- General Creswell estimated, a 
couple of years ago, that at least half of us paid 
no revenue whatever to the Government. 

The requirement of the new law, tha: the post- 
age on printed matter shall be prepaid as writ- 
ten matter, is so sure, simple, natural, and just 


to defraud the Government. Every newepaper 
or magazine publisher can add the amount of 
the postage to his subscription price, and if his 
subecribe:® are nxt wiliing to pay it, the circum- 
stance is uncomwplimentary e:ther to the value of 
the publication or the honesty of the subscriber. 
At all eventa, the Government will be no longer 
under the necessity of carrying publications 
which the people do not think are worth the 
postage. A system hae been agreed upon which 
will simplify the prepayment, so that every 
large publishing house will be at as little 
trouble as when tons of printed matter 
were dumped into the mails at Uncle 
Sam's risk The law fixes 2 cents a pound for 
publications issued weekly or oftener, aud $ cents 


per pound for these published less frequently.

THE THIEVES AND THE POLICE. 

The police started out to meet Tux Taisune’s 
expo«ures of the current ravages by thieves and 
burglars with the plea that there was no more 
crime of this character now than is usual at this 
time of the year. The collateral evidence con- 
tribuced to sustain our position by the people 
who bave been sufferers seems to have driven 
ube police away from their first position, and 
now Mr. Mark Sheridan comes before the Grand 
Jury to show that the police under Mr. Rehm 
are recovering a larger proportion of stolen prop- 
erty than they did under Mr. Washburn. We 
can conceive of nothing more irrelevant to the 
main question, except that it shows the police 
under the present management not to be doing 
what they are organized and maintained to do. 
We have always labored under the impressicn 
that a police force ie organized for the doubie 
purpose of protecting the citizens against outrage 
and robbery, and for apprebending offend- 
ers after the outrages aud robberies bave been 
committed. We are familiar with no eode of 
law or ethics, however. which warrante a trans- 
formation of a police into an organized body 
for receiving stolen goods. Yet it is for this 
that Mr. Sheridan claims special credit ie due 
the police under his general direction. We 
should think it would occur to the G Jury, 
whom Mr, Sheridan has undertaken to ten 
on this point, that if the police devoted less 
time to the recovery of some of the stolen 
property, they might have more time to watch 
the property before it is stolen and to apprebend 
the thieves so that they might not steal again. 
The police are not the only agents through 
whom stolen property may be recovered. The 
thieves of a large city are generally or 
ganized into gangs with central quarters 
and acommon pool of earnings. This has 
been notably the case in Chicago for 
some years. When a pickpocket relieves a gen- 
tleman or lady of a waich on the borse-<ar, or a 
burglar makes away with a diamond brooch from 
a resideuce, the stolen article is sent to a secret 
depository inthe city, or, by a system of ex- 
change between the thieves of various cities. 
sent toa similar depository in some other city. 
The thief always prefers to sell back the article 
to the person from whom it was stolen, as this 
is regarded as a final settlement of the matter, 
whereas, if sold outside, it may lead to appre- 
bension and arrest. There are always persons 
ready to negotiate the return of the stolen 
property for a consideration. Sometimes this is 
done through newspaper advertisements, some- 
times through personal application of a “ mutual 
fnend,” and sometimes through the agency of 
the police. When accomplished with the aid 
of the police, the modus operandi does 
not differ from that followed in the other nego- 
tiations. The owner of the stolen prope:ty m- 
dicates what he is willing to pay to get it back; 
the thief tells what he will take; and, after this, 
it is question of haggling as to price, with 
crime on ove side and avarice on the other. It is 
this kind of business in which the police, under 
the orders of the Board of Police, have been en- 
gaged tor some months past, and which the tax- 
payers aod plundered citizeos are called upon to 
extol aud admire. We have an idea that they 
will refuse the Board the praise Mr. Sheridan 
seems to banker after. If, as the President of 
the Board, he could have shown that there 
are fewer robberies under the present 
administration than under Mr. Washburn, 
or that there are fewer policemen now to pre- 
veut burglaries, be might justly have been con- 
gratulated. But when he proves simply that, 
with one-third more policemen, the percentage of 
stolen property recovered is larger, he deliberately 
demonstrates that the present occupation of the 
police force is not to discourage robbery by se- 
curing the thievea, but only to recover some of 
the propeity after it has been stolen. HE would 
not be out of place for the Grand Jury to in. 
struct Mr. Sheridan that it is the function of a 
police force to protect property from being 
stolen, toapprehend thieves, to bring burgiars 
to justice, and, by constantly harassing and tor- 
turing them, to drive the robbers whom they 
cannot eonvict out of the city. 
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Perhaps it never before occurred to the unnat- 
ural consumer of opium that he could not travel 
with anything like comfort.

surd oaths, was that the Lord Jesus 
Christ was always left at the door 


by the person entering a lodge to become 
member. He also reviewed the ancient history 
of Masonry m Europe, saying that it was as oid 
as the pyramids of the Nile.—as old as idolatry 
itself. Several highly-colored ornaments had 
been tacke d on to the old system, so as to make 
it presentable in the eyes of Christians.

He had uo words too severe to express his 
disapp. obation of so unchristian and sacrilegious 
a preacher of the Gospel. The heathevism of 
Masonry—its very fvundation—accoanied for 
the Clristiess recitations the members in uula ed 
in. 
THE BOND OF MASONRY 

(which can be found in any manual ef the Order) 
was next dealt with. Among other things, 
Masons vee compelled to render just 
Obedience to the Grand Lodge cof the 
State, and also to obey all signs and 
summovs handed, sent, or thrown from 
a brother or the lodge.

Tbat man was waived that a warrant was out for 
his arest, and cootrived to escape from the 
State. Ius Masonry protected crime, and sided 
in the destruction of innocence. 

The speaker Leld that anv man's life directed 
by the Covenant must conflict with tue duty be 
owed to his family, to society, to law, and to 
Christ anity.

The speaker, after dealing in some general re- 
marks, brought his aeddiess to s close by saying 
that tae work of the “craft” was not for eu- 
navcing Christian virtue, buildiug up broken 
manhood, or taving deathies.s 8018, but was a 
ceaseless effort at seil-aggiandizement. [Ap- 
plause.] 

TUE REV. N. D. PANNING, 
of Marengo, III., next addressed the Convention. 
His subject was: F:eemasonry a Fraud.“ Some 
years 855 he said, a Mason had placed a Manual 
of the Order in his hand iu answer to some ad- 
verse remarks be had made on the organization. 
He supposed that that Manual was recogn:zed 
and legitimate authority of Masonic people. Le 
examived the book carefully, and was convinced 
that the whole matter was falee and wrong in prin 
civle. It claimed for Freemasoury an antiquity 
bevond all other forms of worship. It was also 
claimed that within the Order was opened 
a wide and useful field for the acauirement 
of knowledge. Io the degree of Knighthood, it 
was claimed that Christianiiy was represented, 
while the fact was that Knighthood and Chris- 
tianity were confounded together. Masonry 
was, in fact, a foul ueurper, which, in the name 
of bene voleuce, struck at true religion. He 
claimed that Masonry was not benevolent—it 
was, on the other hand, callous and proccriptive. 
It heeded the rich alone, and neglected the poor, 
the lame, and the bird. Was that a form of re- 
ligion to assume for itself a splender Love and 
beyond Cauristianity? Where, then, was the ex- 
ample of Jesus Christ? Hie crea:ures—His 
chosen—wers the very classex® chat Mason 
rejected from its fale. [Loud appiause.] te 
appeared to him that the Masonic Order 
was really bent upon self-g:atulation aud undue 
egotism. Masonry was a volcano charged with 
turious and fatal fires, aiming at the descraciion 
of the Christian Church, and the humiliation of 
all good men. He considered the oa hs and 
peu ties most profane; most blasphemous and 
horrible m their nature.

One of the results of the liberal 
supply of money that is now going to the coun- 
try will naturally be to quicken payments in 
Towa and Illinois, and this effect has already be- 
gun to be felt. 

The demand for loans at the banks continues 
moderate.

The rate of discount is steady at 10 per 
cent for time loans; an outside transaction 
for four months at 8 per cent, with country bank 
stock as collateral, has been made the basis for a 
market quotation, but it is safe to say that there 
is ro such market rate as 8 per cent for four 
months. There are one or two institutions where 
the nominal rate will be shaded for an excep- 
tional borrower, but the banks as a rule adbere 
to 10 per cent. Street rates are 8018 per cent; 
real estate loans are 9@10 per cent. 

The clearings of the banks are $4,100,000. 

The Second National Bank of Lawrence, 
Kan., bas failed to maintain its 5 per cent de- 
posit at the Treasury Department, and Treas- 
urer Spinner will not redeem its notes. 

A dividend of 2 per cent, payable Dec. 7, has 
been declared by the Adams Express Company. 

The Union Pacific Railroad does vot agree 
with the Solicitor of the Treasury that it should 
pay a tax of 5 per cent ou its net earnings from 
Nov. 1, 1869, to Oct. 31, 1874. The Company 
bold chat the tax lies only since the date of the 
deciaration of the Government Commissioner 
that the road was completed,—that is, since last 

month. Pending the report of the Commis- 
sioner the Government withheld the patents for 
the lands granted to the Company. 

The irregularity with which the National 
Banks make good their deposits with the Re- 
demption Bareau at Washington (an instance of 
this is given above), and the consequent un- 
steadiness of the movement of greenbacks to 
and from the Bureau and the banks, may at 
some future time disturb the money-market at 
an unseasonable period. When the Bureau is 
redeeming notes, and the banks are not remit- 
ting to the Bureau to make good their accounts, 
—when greenbacks are going out, and few com- 
ing in,—tbe banks will seem to be gaining in 
their reserves, and the money-market to be easy. 
This fallacious indication of financial ease 
might, in a sensitive condition of the 
money-market, lead to serious musconcep- 
tions and mietakes in policy. If provision 
were made by law for periodical publication of the 
receipts and disbursements, with dates and de- 
tails, of the Redemption Burean, the real condi- 
tion of the greenback circulation would be known 
to the business world. When the opposite state 
of affaire exists, and currency is scarce, few notes 
are sent to Washington, and the Bureau calls on 
the banks for greenbacis to fill up the depieted 
fund of $17,000,000. This reduces the reserves,

Further Particulara of the Safford 
Robbery, 


A Young Girl Abducted by One 
of Mike McDonald’s Men. 
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WARMING SERPENTS. 
A. C. HESING. 

Once upon a time, as a countryman was going 
home of a winter’sday, hesawaba!f-frozen adder 
ing by the side of the road. Taking pity upon 
it, he putit in his bosom andcarriedit home. The 
rest of the story is familiar to everybody who has 
read Esop. Overa year ago Mr. Hesing organ- 
ized the People’s party. In searching around 
for votes for that organization, he found the 
criminal classes of Chicago weak, exhausted, 
desperate from the treatment they bad received 
at the hands of Police Supermtendent Wasb- 
burn, Mr. Hesitg took this party to his bosom, 
and, partly by the aid of its votes, money, and 
exertions, gained the victory of 1873. 

Night before last Mr. Hesing spent his leisare 
moments in recalling to himself this interesting 
table of Esop, in repeating appropriate lives 
irom Shakspeare, such as, How sharper thau u 
serpents tooth it is to have a thank less child,” 
etc., etc. The cause of his spending his time in 
this literary manner was that, about 8 o’clock 
in the evening, his house had been entered by 
some of the thieves who flourish in Chicago 
under the truly paternal goverumeut of Papa 
Rehm, and who baa deprived bim of all his 
jowelsy, together with a number of articles of 
virtu which he had brought with him from 
Germany. 

His residence is on the corner of Cass and 
Huron streets, and was entered between 8 aud 10 
o'clock in the evening. Mr. Hesing was absent 
at the time, and his wife and family were in the 
pariur ou the first floor. Tue thief, or thieves, 
ga ned access in some manner unknown. As 
nope of the doors or windows were found to 
have been tampered with, it is thought that en- 
trance was gained through the front door bv 
means of aske eton key. Mrs. Hesing’s room is 
on the second floor, and a light was 
burning it in during the evening, 80 
that the thief who tansacked the apartment 
had sufficient ligat. The bureau drawers were 
locked, but these, with one exception, were 
opened, and valuables amounting to between 
51.600 and $1,800 stolen from them. Among 
the articles taken were a set of diamond and 
cameo jewelry parebased in Rome, a lava set 
byught in Naples, a quartz set from San Fran- 
cisco, two gold watches, a ladys chain, sleeve- 
buttons, breastpius, a pair of pearl-set bracelets, 
a lace shawl and jacket, a gold pencil presented 
to Mr. Hesing by Dr. C. V. Dyer, and a gold medal 
given as a testimonial to Mr. Hesing by tae 
political friends, last fail, as a testimonial for his 
political services. The police authorities were 
notitied of the robbery yesterday morning, but 
up to last niant had obtained no clew to the rob- 
ber or the booty. 

JOHN WENTWORTH. 

On the evening of the election of 1873 the 
Hon. John Wentworth, iu a state of exhilaration, 
having drank so much as to cause an iacrease of 
1 cent per glass in the price of whisky that after- 
noon, made his appearance at the ratification 
meeting of the People’s party in Kingsbury 
Hall, and then and there, standing upon a table, 
which brought him im such close proximity 
to the ceiling that the lessee of the hall was 
compelled to interfee in order to preserve the 
chandeliers from being knocked down, swore al- 
legiance to the Peopie’s party. Night before 
last Mr. Wentworth, the bright and shiuing light 
of the party which was joined by tbe thieves 
and gamblers of Chicago, was visited by one of 
the frateroity at the Sherman House 
and deprived of his wretch. He had 
briefir§ absented himself from his room. No. 
301 in the Sherman House, yesterday morning, 
and some thief entered it and stole his Jurgen- 
sen, valued at $500. The guilty party escaped 
observation and arrest. 

Mr. Wentworth took the train for Summit ves- 
terday evening, renewing the pledge which he 
made in 1806 and 1870, that be would never have 
anvthing more to do with politics in Cook 
County. 


THE LAST INSTANCE. 
To the Editor of The Chweage Trioune: 

Sin: There was adariug attempt by burglars 
to rob Mr. S. H. Lucas, a jeweler and dry goods 
dealer on State street, between Thirty-niath and 
Fortieth, last Monday mo:ning, at $ o'clock that 
came vear resulting seriously to Mr. Lucas. He 
has been so disturbed in the last year by frequent 
attempts to break into his establishment, that 
he is constantly expecting new attempts. Sat- 
urday nigat he was kept awake nearly all night 
by their efforts, and Monday morning he awoke 
bearing a noise at the rear window; got up, 
dressed himseit, and waited for developments. 
He heard the robbers cut some of the 
slats from the shutters, open taem, force 
open the window, and climb in. Thinking 
it about time to interfere he opened the door. 
Almost at the same instant the robbers fired two 
shots. one passing through the door within 4 or 
5 inches of his head, the other striking the door 
casing the otber side of him. He returned tho 
shot at once, hitting his man without doubt, as 
the quantities of blood on the curtain, window- 
sill, and steps outside indicate. 

Immediately after firing, ue ran out the front 
way to intercept them if possible, and saw one 
of them running away. He ordered him to halt, 
and fired at him, but the man turned a corner 
and escaped. There was not a policemanin that 
peighborhoeed, nor was one heard of until 4 
o'clock p. m. Monday. Mr. Lucas is 
a man of undoubted courage, and, being thor- 
oughly roused to the necessity of protecting bis 
own property, will make it hot for them should 
they atiempt to repeat the outrage. Lawlessness 
of all kinds is rapidlv increasing in that locality, 
and the people express the determination to 
visit summary vengeance on the muscieante, 
should they lay bands on any of them.

THE SAFFORD ROBBERY. 

Justice Boyden’s Court was the centre of at- 
traction yesterday morving for many who were 
drawn there to learn what they could in the Saf- 
ford robbery. This is the $3,500 case in which 
a Nevada miner named B. C. Safford was robbed 
Monday last at the house of ill-fame of Carrie 
Boyd, on Fourth avenue. The details of this af- 
fair were given in Wednesday morning’s Trrs- 
UNE. 

THE PARTIES ARRESTED 

as being suspected of having connection with the 
crime were two men vamed Thomas Cody and 
William Moore, together with two mem- 
bers of the demi-monde named May 
Hilton and Edna La Pearl, boarders 
at the house of Jennie Goodrich, also 
located on Fourth avenue, and a colored servant 


Jennie Warren. Yesterday the prisoners were 
all arraigned before Justice Boyden for exami- 
nation. The evidence was substantially that 
heretofore published. The only 
NEW DEVELOPMEN IS 

in the affair were obtained in the examination of 
Safford and the inmates of Boyd's house. Saf- 
ford testified to having handed Carrie Boyd a 
note whicn he supposed was of the denomina- 
tion of $100, from which to deduct $50 due her 
for wine; that she in turn gave the note to the 
servent women, Warren, 8 * her to go 
out and get it changed. @ negress stated 
tuat she carried it to a drug-store at the corner 
of Harrison and Clark streeta, and requested Dr. 
Brown, the proprietor, to change the pill. He 
informed her it was a $1,000 note, aud he could 
not break it. The woman said she could not dis- 
tinguish the difference between $100 and $1,000 
notes, and thought Dr. Brown was jesting with 
her. She then returned to the house, aud was 
again iustructed by Carrie Boyd to go down street 


haste in doing so, She did as directed, and te- 
ceived from the banker two or more bauk packages 
of bills in exchange for the $1,000 note, and, re-

There was no further evi- 
deuce, howeye;, to support this statement of 
the woman. 
CARRIE BOYD 
testified to having received the bill, and rhe, 
too, thought it to be a $100 note ; this mistake, 
she was pleased to state, she supposed she 
made from the fact that she was decidedly under 
the imiluence of wine. Justice Boyden 
seemed to have great doubt in his 
mad as to the integnty of the 
negress Jennie Warren, and this evidence 
in his mind implicated Carrie Boyd, and thereup- 
ou us ordered the arrest of Mrs. Boyd, and neid 
her with the sexsvaot woman under bail of $2,000 
each for their appearance before him Tuesday 
for furiber examination, Cody, who had been 
with Safford during this time, was also nel] in 
— of $1,000 for his appearance at the same 
me. 

Thus it will be seen, that the robbery of the 
$1,000 note took piace iu the house of Carrie 
Boyd, instead of the house of Jennie Goodrich, 
as at first stated. We now come down to 
the time when Safford returned to the house of 

JENNIE GOODRICE 

with the two giris, May Hilton and Edoa 
La Pearl, where he had been the GaturJay 
* in company wita the man Clark, who 

ad pever lost sight of the miver during the 
entire three days. Here Safford run up a bili of 
$45 for wine, and, after getting so completely 
under the influence of the sparkling liquor thas 
be was a pliant tool in the hands of the wily 
Clark, he took the unsuspecting and confiding 
Safford into au adjoining room, and there 
rifled bis person of, it is claimed, about 
$2,500. which he bad coacealed in a belt 
about his waist. While the two men were in tho 
room Jennie Goodrich opened the door aud dis- 
covered Clara searching the person of tue Ne- 
vada miner. Both men admonished ber to close 
the door and stay out. This she did. After- 
wards Safford reeled into the room, and request- 
ed to be shown toa bed, Clark then notified the 
Goodrich woman that be was going out fora 
short time, and if Safford asked for him to say 
that be would retuin soon. Clark has not been 
seen siuce. 

After bis departure Safford immediately 

DISCOVERED HIS LOSS, 
and at once notitied Jeanie Goodrich of it, who 
promptly bastened to the First Precinct Station 
and acquainted Capt. Buckley with the whole 
affair. Capt. Buckley returned with her, and, in- 
terviewing the loser of the money, discovered 
the above facts, and then arrested the two guls, 
Hilton and La Pearl. The evidences in the case 
yesterday moruiug clearly acquitted them, and 
(hey were discharged. There was nothing wiat- 
ever that implicated Moore, he only being the 
hackman whom Clark had employed the Satur- 
day before to drive thom with the girls to Sunny- 
side, consequeutly he too was discharged, Clark it 
is very evidéut was the man who got the $2,500, 
and the authorities are on the lookout for hum. 
The untortunate Safford, who allowed wine and 
women to ruu away with his wits, is an hovest- 
looxing specimen of a Western miner, and 
placed too much contidence, while under the iu- 
fluence of liquor, in the man Clark, who un- 
doubtedly knew that he possessed a large sum 
of money when be fell in with him. The lesson 
is a dear one to Mr. Saffor l, who will unques- 
tionably profit from it, and in future avoid 
houses of ill-fame, and not give his coulidenge 
to strangers,

A GIRL ABDUCTED. 
CRIMINAL INDIFFERENCE OF THE POLICE. 
Another case has come to light which helps to 


prove, if any fartber proof is necessary after the 


late Tripung developments, tuat the Chicago 


gamblers are a dangerously criminal class of 
men, and that the police, When called upon to 
ferret out their misdeeds, act with au apathy that 
caupot help arousing @ suspicron that when sin 
and stamps on one side and sorrow and poverty 
on the other appeal simuliaveousty to the aver- 
age policeman or detective, he is very seldom in- 
clined to look favorably upon the latter suitors 
for bis assistance. 

Yesterday afternoon a poor woman who gave 
her name as Mrs. Gordon. aud ber residence as 
No. 666 State street, called at Tus IIIUXE of- 
fice, and told the following story: She was the 
mother, by a former marriage. of a girl, now 15 
years of age, named Amelia Margaret Young, oe 
very pretty, interesting girl. For the past year 
this girl has been working at Gibson’s paper-bag 
factory on Lake street, between Market and 
Franklin. Although the young girl's labors at 
this place did pot yicld her muca money, still 
she was able to clothe herself respect*biy and 
contribute to her support at home. During tue 
year that she bad been engaged at the faciory 
there was nothing noticea>ie in her manner or 
conversation winch woald lead any of her 
friends at home to suppore that her love of home 
abd its surroundings was beiag elowly but surely 
upderminsd by the cestroyer. Last Monday, now- 
ever, the fist int mation of the horrible truth 
arose. On the morning of that day, **Caume,” 
as the young girl was known among her more 
intimate friends, wens to work as usual, but 
tailed to come home at all during the evening or 
pigut of that day. All nigut long tue mother 
and futwer of the girl made unremitting search 
for her. but in vain, audit was not until two or 
three a that they gaimed even a bint 
of what had become of hei. 

Wednesday they cross-queetioned the favorite 
companion of their dauglter in the factors, who, 
though se hau previously denied ail knowledge 
cf Cannie’s whereavouis, confessed at last tuat 
Cannie bad told her that sae was keeping com- 
pany with a gambler named Blondie, who had 
promised to secure her a piace to do housework 
tur au old gentieman, and that sbe had made up 
her miud to do asthe gamer advised her, ac- 
cept the place, where Lioudie promised her he 
wvuid frequently virit her. As soon as the dis- 
tracted parents heard this they went to the 
Central Police Station, but here, to their sur- 
prise, they fouud that their story was listened to 
with impertament aud ridiculous smiles. 
By dint of a little search they found 
out that Blondie was one of tue 
McDonald gang of three-card monte men who 
hang aronod “fhe Store” on Clark street. 
Armed with this information, they again sought 
the police station, and, leaving with the police 
ali tue facts they knew about the case, which 
was, unfortunately, they being poor people, all 
they could put ap,” went home to await de- 
velopments. 

Verv often afterwards they called at the Cen- 
tral Station, but without ever finding the re- 
motest sign that their case had received the 
slightest attention, and yesterday morning 
they decided to call at Pinkerton’s Agency and 
see if they could there procure the assistance 
necessary to the recovery of their lost cnild. 
The Pinkerton people were quite frank, stating 
at once that $8 per day was the least for whica 
one of the sleepless would move in any business, 
and recommending the poor people to go at once 
to Tue Tripung, and make their statement. 
Ihe Pinkerton man, when he heard the circum- 
stances of the case, at once taid that the police, 
when they first beard of the news, coul not 
have had any difficulty in finding the girl and 
securing ber «bductor, and that even now there 
was some hope if she made her complaint to 
Tue TRIBUNE, as that paper was making things 
lively for the police, and they were beginning to 
move rouud under the sti1ing up they are re- 
ceiving daily. 

Such was poor Mrs. Gordon’s story, told in a 
plain, unpretentious manner. It is clear that an 
abduction of a very cruel nature has been com- 
mitted, and equally clear that the police have 
treated the case with criminal apathy. It is 
probable, however, that if the police authorities 
were consulted in the case they would shake 
thei: heads knowimgly, just as they did when 
ase about the burglars, and say, We don’t 
kuow anything about it.“

THE MARR FORTUNE. 


An American Familiy Claiming a 
scotch LEsiate Said to Be Worth 
8230, 009.900 

Special D.spatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

BarrLR CRE, Mich., Nov, 19.—Probably no 
one thing—not excepting MeArdill’s famous par- 
suit of his buried treasure—has occasioned more 
carious comment or wondering speculation in 
this State than the announcement, during the 
past summer, that the Marr family were making 
vigorous, though quiet, efforts to obtain 
possession of ove of we most colossal! fortunes 
that bas been accumulated in modern times. 

The family bad kept the matter very quiet; 

but, by means known only to themselves, cer- 

tain correspondents of metropolitan journals had 
become cognizant of the facts, and, of course, 
the whole world was made acquainted therewith 


immediately. 

In September last, a meeting of the familv 
was heid at Lansing, and an organization formed 
for the purpose of making a systematic effort to 
secure the fortune which awaited its rightful 
owners im Scotiand, 

At this meoting, members of the femily were 
present from Saginaw, Gratiot, Wayue, Tuscola, 
Genesee, Livingston, Calhoun, and Berrien 
Counties, in this State, and also from Maive, 
Louisiaua, Wisconsin, Lllisois, and Canada. 
Daniel R. Marr, of Dowagiac, was chosen Presi- 
dent, and Charles B. Marr, of Battle Creek, Cor- 
responding Secretary. From the latter gentie- 
man your correspondent obtained the facts con- 
tained in this communication. 

In the possession af Air. Daniel R. Marr, of 
Dowagiac, are , of the records which 
fully substantiate Wine claima of the family. it 
appears from these records that the earliest 
known ancestor was Thomas Marh, of Bally- 
shaunon, Province of Ulster, Ireland, who was 
born about 1600. His soa, Patrick Marh, immi- 
grated to Scotland, and settled in the Couaty 
Argyle, where he became quite wealthy. He had 
but one cuild, a daughter named Marv, who mar- 
ried Jobn Erskine, who assumed the name of 
Marh,—changing it, however, to Marr. For some 
valuable services to the King, he was created 
Duke of Argyle, and afterwaras Earl of Marr. 
A daughter, Helen Marr, married a distant 
relative, Henry Erskine, who 
tie name of Marr, as 
had no sons, and succeeded 
title and estate. He had four sons,—Henry, 
Richard, James, and John,—of whom the eldest, 
Heurv. of course succeeded to the estate. 
Henry bad two sons,—Henry and Lawrence. 
Tae eldest again took the property and title, 
while Lawrence came to America and seitied in 
New Jersev. Henry died some sixty yeais ago, 
at Linlithgow, Scotlaad, without heirs. Since 
that period numerous claimants to the estate 
have appeared. 

In 1370, the family of Erskine endeavored to 
establish their rigbt, but failed; and, in 1872, 
the Duke of Hamilton, who married a Marr, 
aiso§6«6vvainly tried to make out a case. A 
missing link in the chain of evidence has 
been recently discovered by Mr. Charles 
S. Marr, of this city, who is a direct descendant 
of the Duke of Argvle and Earl of Marr, from 
whom comes the estate iu question. 

A correspondent, writing trom London re- 
cently, has sought to turow ridicule on this 
laudable movement of the Marr family to obtaia 
then just rights. Mr. Marr informs your cor- 
réspondent that thie Loodon writer was wholly 
in error io his assertions, and, in fact, knew 
nothing whatever of the matter he was writiag 
about. The necessary proofs to sustain their 
case are nearly completed, and the presentation 
of the claim wiil be made to the proper tribunal 
without delay. 


THE JANESVILLE BLIND ASYLUM. 
Special Lispatch to The Chicaae Tribune. 

JANESVILLE, Wis., Nov. 19.—The State Board 
of Charities and Reform, on their annual tour of 
inspection, to-day visited the Blvd Asylum at 
this place, and examined it thoroughly in all its 
departments. Plans for rebuilding the Iustitute 
were laid before taem. The Board are unani- 
mously in favor of rebuilding upon the old site. 
Tae report rendered by the Treasurer of the 
Board of Trustees showed disbursemenis for 
the year ending Oct. 1, $25,792.50; receipts,

auce. The Institute is temporarily established 
in the shops and barns on the Institute grounds 
which escaped the fire. These have been fitted 
up comfortably for the purpose. The Board of 
Trustees have decided to make the new building 
three stories instead of four, and to change its 
trout from east to south, to face the road which 
passes by it.

THE GRAB-LAW. 


State Taxes Can No Longer Be Ap- 
plied to the Payment of Rail- 
road-Aid Indebt- 
eduess. 


Such fs the Opinion of Atty.-Gen. Ed. 
sall---ii¢ Advises the Bring. 
ing of a Test Case.

General has written 8 letter which partakes of 
the nature of an opinion, and as it contains 
points of interest I send it entire: 


ATTORNSY GENERAL's Orrr 
SPRINGFIELD, III. Nov. 18, 1874, 
Jef Orr, State's Atorney of 1 County : 

Sim: Your letter of the 29th ult. was received, and 
has deen considered with as much care as my other eu- 
gagemonts will permit, Tue question upon which you 
desire my opinion is, as I unde in 
substance this; Whether axes, 
district school taxes, and posed . taxes 
levied upon the property of and collected from the 
Hannibal & Nuples Railroad Company, in the various 
towns and districts through which taut railroad runa 
in Pike County, should be paid by the County Col- 
lector to the proper Officers authorized to receive 
town, road, and school-district taxes generally, or 
shou.d (be same be paid to the State Treasurer under 
the provi:ions of the Railroad-Aid law of April 16, 
1869. It seems to ne follow from the 
decision of the Supreme Court in Ramsey va, 

(6 Chicago Legal News, 3, 18). that State taxes can no 
longer be app ſed to the payment of the railroad-aid 
(levts of municipal corporations under the act of April 
16, 1369,—(6 Chicago Legal News, 3,27.) In support of, 
«ud as a part of the basis of that decision, the Supreme 
Court cites the clause of Sec. 1, Art. 9, of the Constifu- 
lion, which requires every person and corporation to 
puy a tax im proportion to the value of his, her, or its 
property, for State purposes, and the Court 
ety: “Tt is 

the languege of the 

Constitation, that of the proportional amount of each 
t.x-payer, as dutermined witn reference to such valua- 
tion in some counties, townships, cities, and towns, he 
shall only be required to pay on»shalf or one-third, 
while in other counties, townships, cities, and towns he 
shallbe’required to pay that much more.”"—(6 Chicago 
Leqal Neu, p. 3, 19.) Under the Constitution, this prin- 
cipe of ormity of taxation is equally applicable 
to the vanous municipal corporations of 
the State.—(Constitution of 1870, Art. 9, Sees. 
9 and 10.) To divert taxes collected upon a part 
of the taxable property in a school district for school 
purposes to the payment of the railroud debts of the 
county, and to require the residue of the yin 
each district te bear the entire burden of the main- 
tenance of the schools therein, would seem to violate 
this principle of uniformity, My opinion is, that un- 
der the the principles recognized by the Supreme 
Court in Ramsey vs, Haeger, it is the duty of the 
County Collector to pay all taxes collected upon rail- 
read and other property for town, road, or school 
purposes to the respective oficere authorized by 
law to receive such taxeg, In counties under town- 
ship organization the 


towu 


taxes are required to be 
paid to the Supervisors (Revised Statutes of 1874, p, 
1080, See, 202). Taxes for the maintenance 
of roads and es iu such counties are required to 
be paid to the Treasurer of ers of 
Highways,—({Ibid, p. 115, Sec. 11.) All taxes collected 
for school purposes are required to be paid to the 
School Treasurer of the townsnip.—(Ivid, p. 967, Sec. 
56.) However, this question has not been distinetiy 
decided by tae Supreme Court. Tue conclusion to 
which I bave arrived is but an applicatior of the 
principe Which underties that decision, It may be 
that, when this question is dire tly presented, the 
Court may hold otherwise, The question will not be 
s:twved until tae court of last resort hag decided it. 
Cnder the circumstances, it is to be hoped that parties 
interested will take steps to bring the question before 
the court at an early day.

®REBATE ON BILLIARD-TABLES. 

At the request of Comptrolier Hayes, Mr. 
Frauk Adams, Assistant Corpora ion Couasel, 
prepared an opinion on the legality of an ordi- 
naue passed by the Council directing a rebate 
on billard-table licenses. For nearly three 
months the matier has been held in abeyance, 
cauring a great deal of trouble between the 
Mavor’s police and the saloon-keepers. On 
reading the opinion, the Mayor promptly gave 
orders to his police to enforce the payment of 
Ba 0 >u-licenses, whether the saloon keepers were 
entitled to rebate on billiard-taules or not. The 
following is the opinion: 

Tbe powers of the Common Council in relation to 
the subject matter, and specified in the City Charter, 
are as follows: 

To Neense, regulate, and suppress billiard-tables.” 

** To authorize the Miyor or other proper o her of 
the city to grant and isane Licenses, and direst the 
manner of issuing and registriag (hereof, and the fees 
to be paid therefor.”"—Laws and Ordinances, Chap. 
4, Sec. 10, Psracraphs 8 and 13, 

In the exercise of this power the follo provision, 
contained in the revised ordimances of 1875, was 
passed; “Tbe Mayor of ssid city is hereby author- 
ized to issue a license to any person or persons de- 
siring to keep and use a biliiard-tabie or tables, alley 
or alleys, galiery or galleries, mentioned in Sec, 9, upon 
such person or persons paying to the City Collector 
the sum of $25 for each table, alley, or gallery afore- 
said, wuich license shail expire on the lat day of July 
of each year; and all such licenses shall be issued in 
the manner and be in accordance with the conditions, 
provisions, and restrictions named and provided in 
Chap. 26 of the Revised Ordinances, entitled Li- 
censes,’’ 80 far us the conditions, provisions, and re- 
sirictious of said chapter may be applicable thereto, 
and not in conflict with the provisious hereof ; and ali 
licenses granted under the provisions of this section 
may be revoked at amy time by the Mayor, for auy 
cause which be may deem good and sufficient.” 
Sec. 9 of the same chapter imposes a fine of $4 for 
each and every month that any person shall keep for 
gain a biluard-tabie, except as provided in Sec. 10 
quoted supra. 

March 24, 1873, an ordinance was provided by the 
Common Council, which provides as follows: 

“ SEOTION 1. That all iicenses issued by the authority 
of the City of Chicago after the passage of this ordi- 
nance shail ve issued for aterm which will expire on 
tue last day of Murch next subsequent to the issue 
thereof. 

“Seo. 2. When auy license is issued after the Ist 
day of April,in any year, the same sbail be issued 
upon the person applying therefor paying for the 
same the number of tweifth parte of the sum or price 
fixed by any ordinance for a yearly license as wiil equal 
the number of months which will elapse between the 
date of the application for the iicense and the Ist day 
of April next thereafler; provided, however, that, in de- 

@ the price to be paid, the month in wuich the 
application is made shall be counted and incladed in 
the number of months to elapse.” 

Jane 29, 1874, an onder was passed by the Common

So also in the case of the city; it has given full consid- 
eration for the fee paid, and nothing more can be de- 
manded, The fee having been paid into the City 
Treasury, accordance with law, becomes and re- 
mains the money of the city. To pay it back would be 
simply a donation, and I know of no authority iu the 
Common Coun u to make a donation from the City 
Treasury for amy purpose. My opinion is that the 
order of June 29, 1874, and the resolution of Oct, 
19, 1374, are ultra ves and void, and that the duty of 
the Comptroller is to refuse to pay any rebates on bill- 
iard-table licenses.
